There are wild rumors abroad about 
new restrictions to be imposed upon the 
Canadian people by the Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board. Some of these rumors 
have caused buying rushes in eastern cit- 
ies and a good deal of merchandising con- 
fusion. 

There is no need for either pessimistic 
Speculation nor gloomy apprehension. The 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board has done 
an excellent and essential job up to the 
present time. Under its new policy of tak- 
ing the public more completely into its con- 
fidence, we may expect it to do an even 
better job and to merit our full confidence. 

If there are sh irtages of foodstuffs or 
consumer goods which require more strin- 

nt rationing, the public will be told about 
it and a satisfactory reason will be given 
for every step taken 

In the meantime, Canadians should re- 

iber that the closer we come to the 
end, the more necessary is price and 
control. The Wartime Prices and 
Board was set up, not 80 much to 
these things during wartime, as to 
establish an economically sound basis of 
transition from war ynditions to peace 
conditions 

In other words, the duties and opera- 
tions of the Board become more important 
rather than less important, as peace ap- 
proaches. It cannot fulfill these duties and 
carry out these operations if Canadians 
are Seized with the absurd and dangerous 
notion that the end of the war galls for 
the relaxation of economic controls 

This is the crucial time in the func- 
tions of the Board. It should have, more 
than ever, the close and friendly coopera- 
tion of the Canadian people. ;

Removing the Barriers

The effect of the bill is to put the loan 


companies on the spot If these enact- 
ments have been the barriers to | vaning in 
Alberta, the bill will remove them In 


which case the Housing Act can become 
operative in this province as it 1s in the 
others, 

Should building loans not be made 
available, despite the removal of these al- 
leged hindrances, it will have to be assumed 
that the companies do not wish—for what 
ever reason—to do business in Alberta, In 
that event it will be in order to consider 
from what other sources money for hous- 
ing projects can be secured 

The building of new houses is to be a 
cardinal feature of post-war activity all 
across the Dominion. Nothing is more cer- 
tain than that. There is a shortage of liv- 
ing quarters in every considerable centre 
in Canada, and farmers are in better posi- 
tion than for many years to put up new 
buildings on their farms. Nowhere is this 
class of construction, in town and country, 
more needed than in Alberta 

As yet no building has been done in this 
province under the Dominion Housing Act 
For the sole reason that the mortgage 
companies were not willing to co-operat 
This stalemate cannot and should not be 
allowed to go on. One way or another loan; 
for building will have to be made avail- 
abie here, as freely and on as good terms 
as elsewhere

Machines Saved Men 


Four Allied armies crossed the Rhine 
in the closing days of Jast week almost 
without casualties, They were able to do 
80 because for a week the enemy positions 
on the eastern bank had been subjected to 
an air bombardment that broke all records 
in planes employed, explosives dropped 
and damage done to defence works and 
communications; and to artillery fire 
probably never equalled for sustained in- 
tensity. Shells and bombs weye made to do 
what otherwise would have had to be done 
by men with rifles and bayonets. The 


enemy was cleared from the foreshore, 


and our forces passed across with little 
interference, none at all on some sectors 
For thus making machines save men the 
Allied High Command deserves praise and 
lasting gratitude, not less than for success- 


fully negotiating the river barrier. It took 


patience to stall for weeks on the western 
bank while the necessary equipment was 


being accumulated and the preparations 
worked out in detail. Some courage was 
also required to run the risk of censure 
for holding back while the Russians were 


pushing the fight on the eastern front, But 


General Bisenhower and his aides had 
what it took to await the moment and to 
brave misunderstanding and criticism. 


Neither is it to be forgotten that the 


guns and planes and the unimaginable 
quantities of ammunition they expended 
were the product of labor and skill. The 
men and women in the work-shops who 
produced these tools also deserve their 
share of the credit for this almost bloodless 
achievement. It is true they worked for 
wages, but they put a lot more into their 
jobs than So many hours per day. They 
made it possible for the commanders to 
transfer whole armies across the Rhine 
practically without loss; armies which 
stood on the far side ready for instant 
battle. 


This remarkable feat is the full and 


complete justification for the Selective 
Service system in Canada and for work- 
or-fight measures in other Allied countries. 
The thing could never have been done if 
man-power had not been centred on the 
vital task of producing war machinery, 
and with success. Such regimentation is 
not popular in democracies, but neither 

war, and the one made the other necessary. 


As a result tens of thousands of Allied sol- 
diers crossed the Rhine unscathed who 
would else have been killed, drowned or 
wounded.

New Trade With Latin America 


Economic Collaboration in 
| Western Hemisphere Is 
| Planned 


By B. T. RICHARDSON 

WASHINGTON...Thé case for 
economic collaboration in the 
future which the United States 
placed before 19 Latin-American 
| tepublies at the recent Mexico City 
conference crystallizes, in plainer 
terms than hithegto, several im- 
portant aspects of American econo- 
mic policy for the post-war. The 
United States has purchased 
$5,000.000,000 worth of raw mate- 
lrials in South America during the 
war, with the result that South 
America is more plentifully sup- 
plied with U.S. funds than ever 
before 

What changes will the post-war 
| period bring’? William L. Clayton 
jassistant secretary of state, told 
|the Mexico City conference that 
| the reduction of U.S. war produc- | 
tion will not bring “any large cut | 
in war procurement.” In any case 
|the United States policy will be 
to stockpile materials, though this 
has not yet been passed by Con- 
gress, and care will be taken to 
avoid breaking the market for

His pa is a crim 
6ontaced Irishman with a pipe 
stuck between his teeth. Ma has

When Freddie was six years old 
his pop brought him home a pair 
of junior-sized boxing gloves, 
This led to an era of blackened 
eyes and bruised lips.

She'll find, as most mothers do 
that even if the baby has had water 
and orange juice by cup he may 
balk at accepting his milk from that 
utensil. In his determination not 
to accept it he may refuse milk for 
weeks or even longer 
This would be less apt to hap- 
pen if all babies were given an 
opportunity to take milk by tea- 
spoon and then by cup very 
early In their lives. Babies are 
not so discriminating nor so 
wedded to habits in the early 
months and when they discover 
that warmed milk tastes good 
they are quite willing to take 
more and more of it. By the time 
weaning is due they have be- 
come thoroughly accustomed to 
milk and cup and make no fuss 
about the change, 
When the baby 
experience with a cup 
mot the best time to force it upon 
him. Better to make the transition 
from breast to bottle and then take 
up the weaning from bottle to cup 
Too many changes, too much diffi- 
culty in getting his food, may de- 
etroy the child's appetite for it 
Weaning should be accomplished 
gradually this very reason 
Then the child will not grow angry 
at the food which is both new in 
taste and difficult get One 
month, or even more, is not t 
lengthy a period to devote to tt 
change. In that time the baby can 
have one bottle the first week, two

Hogs Stressed by Official

Where a plan of cross-breeding

has been followed, the percentage 
of Grade A hogs was “very dis- 
appointing.” Mr. Charnetski said 
here Tuesday. “Some of the dis- 
tricts producing the highest per- 
centage of Grade A hogs six or 
seven years ago now have fallen 


off considerably.” 
The practice of cross breeding, 


usually Tamworth, and Yorkshire 
or Berkshire and Yorkshire has 
resulted in insufficient length of 


carcass and bodies badly off bal- 
ance. Hog breeders in Alberta are 
advised by Mr. Charnetski to stay 
straight with the Yorkshire, and 
strive for light shoulders, good 
length, good flank, flat sides and 
good break of rib. Stay away from 
the cylindrical hog, is his advice 
Another disadvantage of the cross 
bred hog is the prevalence of seedy 
bacon. This means considerable 
trimming, resulting not only in loss 
of quantity but also in a serious re- 
duction in quality and price 


TREATMENT OF BEES 


Temperature of the hive and an 
adequate supply of food are two 
important requirements of package 


bees on arrival. According to W 
G. le Maistre, provincial apiarist 
the package should be kept at 
about 60 F until the bees are 
hived, and they should be fed liber- 
ally by sprinkling or painting sugar 
syrup on the screen 

Arrival of the bees when the 


weather is cold is not a disadvant 
savs Mr. le Maistre, since when 
the hive they are able 
to generate the necessary heat to 
make themselves comfortable. It 
however, a distinct advantage 
place the bees in a hive that is 
already warm. Too often, hives are 
prepared and left outside in the 
cold for some days before the pack 
ages arrive that the hives be 
come thoroughly chilled. A hive 
taken out of the house or a warm 
building just before the bees are 
put into it will give the bees a 
better chance to establish them 
selves. This in turn will result in 
danger of subsequent loss of 
the queen. The hive may also be 
wrapped in tar paper. The black 
surface of the tar absorbs the heat 
of the sun's rays and materially 
assists the bees in maintaining the 
inside temperature on sunny days 
DAIRY CALVES 


The proper feeding and care of 
calves is just as importent as their 
breeding. states Dr. J. E. Bow- 
stead, department of animal science, 
University of Albereta. Stunting 
from inadequate feed, ill health or 
improper care reduces the future 
milk producing possibilities of the 
heifer 

Calves will begin to nibble at 
grain when they are ten to four- 
teen days old. Smal! handfuls of 
coarsely ground oats can then be 
thrown into the empty pail as 
soon as the milk has been drunk 
After the calf has learned to eat 
grain, it can be self-fed without 
danger of over-feeding for severa! 
months. Un to three weeks of age 
calves will eat very little hay, 
but it is good practice to allow 
them to eat as much good quality 
hay as they desire

From the age of three weeks to 
four months is a period of skim- 
milk feeding. If skimmilk is not 


available whole milk feeding should 
be continued The change from 
whole to skimmilk feeding should 
be gradual! and take about a week's 


Any sudden change in feed- 
ng will cause digestive ailments 
Considerable amounts of protein 


and minerals are still required dur- 
ng this period and careful feeding 
is very important. There is, how- 
no advantage in feeding large 
quantities of skimmilk, 12 pounds 
being usually sufficient to supple- 
ment the hay and grain part of 
the ration

SEED CLEANING 

In spite of the fact that the fan- 
ning mill is considered one of 
the most important items of equip- 
ment on Alberta farms 
still large quantities of small weed

Small weed seeds in cereals 


have a habit of settling down out 
of sight. Seed that may seem 
perfectly clean when viewed in 
bulk may yet contain an astonish- 
ing number of smal! weed seeds. 
When cleaning grain, a check on 
the result should be made periodi- 
cally. This can best be done by 
spreading out a sample of the 
cleaned orain on a sheet of paper, 
or other flat, light colored sur- 
face, and sorting the grain care- 
fully, The seed must be spread 
thinly enough so that all im- 
purities can be seen 


FERTILIZER AND ROOTROT 
Commercial! fertilizers containing 
phosphates are known to be bene 
ficial other cereal 
in certain fre 


to wheat 
crops which 
quently suffer from browning root 
rot. If applied at seeding time, they 
greatly reduce the effects of the 
disease and improve the final 
yields 

Browning rootrot is a disease 
caused by a fungus and is conspicu- 
ous as brownish spots or areas of 
irregular size and shape in the 
otherwise green fields in mid-June 
From a distance, the crops in these 
areas are unthrifty in appearance 
at first somewhat vellowish, turning 
distinctly greenish-brown in a few 
days. If the plants are examined 
closely, the lower leaf or two are 
seen to be partially dead, dried 
up, and brown in color. Brown 
water-soaked areas may be seen 
on the roots or at their tips 
cularly if they are washed and 
viewed against a white back-ground 
Browning injures the young plants 


or 
areas 


so that they are stunted and do 
not tiller properly. They recover 
and grow to maturity to give a 


late crop of reduced yield 

Phosphatic fertilizers do not 
protect the plants from infection 
by the browning fungus, but they 
do ensure healthy and continued 
growth of the plants, so that the 
browning fungus does not cause 
the leaves to die down or the 
plants to be stunted. Tillering 
is favored by the fertilizer, weeds 
are kept in check by the in- 
creased competitive power of the 
crop, and the net result is that 
the yield is not greatly reduced 
by the disease
